The announcement of the death 
of John Clark Friday morning came 
as rather a surprise to many of his 
friends, although to his family, re- 
latives and near neighbors it was 
quite expected as he had been ailing 
for sometime past and afflicted with 
dropsy. 

Friday morning he was around as 
usual at his son’s—Duncan Clark— 
ranch, at Crowfoot. Coming into 
the house Mrs. Clark assisted him 
on to his bed to take his usual rest, 
but an hour later when she went to 
cal] him for dinner she found he had 
passed toa better world, He had 
not moved in the slightest from the 
time she had left and must have 
died moat peacefully. 

The funeral took place on Sunday 
afternoon, a number of relatives and 
friends from Crowfoot and Ciuny 
accompanying the remains to Glei- 
chen, where the ‘impressive Presby- 
terian service was conducted in the 
Methodist ehurch by the Rev. Mr. 
Boyd, who took occasion to refer 
most kindly to the life of the de- 
ceased, the edifice being filled with 
mourners and brother Masons, of 
which order he had been a member 
for many years, 

From the church one of the long- 
est processions ever seen here fol- 
lowed the flower laden casket to the 
cemetery, preceded by a procession 
of about 26 members of Gleichen 
Lodge No. 36 A. F. & A. M., G. R. 
A., and other lodges, where the 
remnins of the departed brother 
war laid to reat in accordance with 
the heantiful and impressive service 
of the Masonic order. 

John Clark, sr., was a man of 
generous impulses and never forgot. 
the hospitable ways of the pioneer 
The stranger never failed to find 
fond and shelter if he sought it at. 
his hands, and he was at home by 
the hedside of the sick and delight- 
ef in all kinds of neighborly offices.

Hat or any other town west at that 
time. With his family and outfit 
he crossed the river on a ferry used 
by the graders woking on the C. 
P.R. 

Arriving at Crowfoot they started 
farming but the dry seasons made 
it necessary to go into stock raising. 
While of late years the father haa 
partially retired from business the 
business has continued to expand 
until today the name of Clark Bros. 
is known throughout this broad 
Dominion as among the greatest 
Clydesdale horsemen from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific as the hundreds 
of prizes in their possession gives 
evidence. All of which must be 
considered in suming up the fore- 
sight of our departed pioneer. 

The past few years he made many 
trips back to Scotland and several 
times with the intention of remain- 
ing there, but after a few months 
absence he invariable returned to 
his adopted and with a carload or 
more of the best Clydesdales he 
could purchase in his native land. 
He returned from his last trip 
across the Atlantic only last June 
and was anxious to make another 
one this fall.

There was much disappointment 
when at 5.15 Tuesday morning the 
(rain carrying the 12th Mounted 
Rifles passed like a cyclone through 
Gleichen, only allowing the tired 
mothers, fathers, sisters, aweethearts 
and friends—after an all-night’s 
vigilance—a glimpse of the train 
that carried a number of former 
Fleichenites eastward to take part 
in a greater war than history has 
recorded, 

It was a keen disappointment. 
Dainty luncheons, packages of cigar- 
ettes, and many useful presents had 
been prepared )by loved ones for 
presentation as they perhaps for the 
last time embraced and wished the 
boys all things good. But the 
authorities ruled otherwise and as a 
result there are many sad hearts. 

For more than a week it was re- 
ported the 12th was leaving and 
several of the lads were allowed to 
come to Gleichen to say farewell. 
Monday a phone message stated 
they were leaving Calgary that 
night at 10.80 and at mid-night a 
good crowd assembled at the depot, 
but the obliging operator had no 
information, When No. 14 arrived 
several passengers got off and stated 
that when they left Calgary thef12th 
was on board train, bands were 
playing and thousands of people 
were at the depot. And they must 
come soon, 

Shortly after this the operator 
stated he had received word that 
there would be no trains from the 
west until about five o’clock and the 
intimation was accept, only those 
living at a distance remaining at 
the station, while other anxious ones 
made various trips or phoned quite 
frequently.

Cotton Farmer Better Off Than Some 
times Appears 


According to Mr. C, E. Nash, the 
President of a hardware concern in 
Fort Worth, Texas, the farmers should 
not hold all their cotton because of 
low prices prevailing as a result of 
the war. He says: 

“It is said that a farmer cannot 
raise cotton at less than 10 cents per 
pound, yet .1any a farmer got rich, or 
at least independent, raising it at 7 
cents, and that at-a time when he 
sold all he raised at a lower profit 
than js the case to-day, while he Paid 
more for what he purchased. We 
give you the following comparisons: 

He buys a hoe for 60c. that used 
to cost 765c. 

He buys a file at 15c, that used to 
cost 36c. 

He buys a singletree at 3c. that 
used to cost 5Uc, 

He buys a sweep at 8c, that used 
to cost 15c. per pound. 

He buys a plier at 76c. that used 
to cost $2.00. 

He buys natls at 4c, that used to 
cost be. per pound. 

He buys wire at 3%o, that uged to 
cost 10c. per pound. 

He buys hames ut 60c, that used 
to cost 75c. : 

He buys traces at 45c, that used 
to cost 75c. 

He pays 60c, per day for picking 
when he used to Pay $1.00. 

He borrows money at 8 Per cent, to 
10 per cent. where he used to Pay 12 
per cent. and 15 per cent, 

He sells wheat at $1.00 that used 
to bring 60c. 

He sells oats at 5Uc, that used to 
bring 180, 

He sells corn at 76c. that used to 
bring 15c, 

He sells hay at $14.00 that used 
to bring $4.00,

times $4.00 that used to bring 60c.

We must, of course, recollect that 
these prices are quoted for Texas, 
and, as the writer points out, are pos- 
sibly not apsolutely correct, ‘ut ac- 
curate enough to show that the far- 
mer is getting the best of the situ 
ation. 

While most of these prices would 
not apply in Canada there is no doubt 
that the farmers of Canada are pur 
chasing their hardware and similar 
supplies at lower prices than pre- 
vatled a generation, or even ten years 
ago, and are getting a better artic!e. 
Texas wheat is quoted at $1 per 
bushel, whereas wheat in Western 
Canada is selling higher than that. 
It would seem that farmers are more 
favored under the war conditions that 
prevail to-day than most of the other 
interests that go to make up the 
country. Certainly, farmers are much 
better off than mechanics, many of 
whom are out of work in our oities, 
Farmers to-day have no cause to envy 
the manufacturers, most of whom have 
to le awake ut nights trying to devise 
some means of making ends meet.

Ocean Rates on 
Western Wheat 


It is declared on the beast of au- 
{thority that wheat can be carried 
from Montreal to Liverpool at a 
profit for 5c. a bushel. Just a few 
months ago the rate was 15c. per 
bushel; last week it was 30c. per 
bushel; today we are told it has 
soared to 82c.; next week it may 
be 40c. Every day the excessive 
rates become more excessive. It 
could scarcely be expected that 
wheat could be carried during war 
times at as low a rate as in days of 
peace. But even after allowing a 
generous ocean rate of 10c per bu- 
shel, the farmer of the west is pay- 
ing 22c per bushel more than he 
has any right to pay.
